SAID TO BE CONTRACTED FROM 


FOREIGN HIDES. 


Italian Laborer in a Tannery 
Afflicted 


—Mrs. Wilhelmina, Now in Wau- 


pun, Applies For a Pardon—Strike 
on Chippewa Valley Electric Rail- 
way Line. 


Ashland, Wis., Aug. 5—An Italian 


laborer at the Shaw tannery in Mellen 
"•"- brought here yesterday 
suffering 


i an unusual malady, from which 
doctors say there is no hope of re- 


covery. . His disease is a common one in 
Asiatic countries, but rarely occurs here. 
At the Shaw tannery hides imported di- 
rect from China are being used, and the 
disease was 
contracted in handling 


them. In Europe and Asia it is called 
"wool storers'" disease and is prevalent 
among men handling 'cuttle. 


It is a miscropic germ that enters the 


skin and continued through the whole 
system. The poison itself is called 
"anthroi," and is confined in its earlier 
stages'of development to "the cuticle. 
It is of a burning, nature. 
This is the 


sixth case that has been brought here, 
the disease being contracted in each in- 
stance from handling these foreign 
hides.

Janes- 
ville people can see what macadam ol 
local material ie like, and The Gazette 
knows of no citizen of Janesville—ex- 
cept those having financial interest on 
Milwaukee street—who prefers macadam 
to a brick pavement. To put down 
macadam on West Milwaukee street 
with a top dressing of crushed gravel, 
as West Sider advises, would be to try 
"an experiment" that has not yet been 
tried. Brick pavement,' on the other 
hand, is standard. Let us, as West 
Sider suggests by inference, quit experi- 
menting. Let us drop macadam as well 
as obsolete paving methods, and fix our 
business streets with the best material. 
Vitrified paving brick, we believe, is the 
best material that can be secured.

ARE UP IN ARMS 


WAR 
ON 
INTERNATIONAL 


TOOTH CROWN CO. 


Attempt is Being Made to Collect Roy- 


alties on All Crown and Bridge 
Done By the 30,600 Dentists of the 
United States—Many Test Cases 
Have Been Made. 


The dentists of Janesville are up ir. 


arras against the attempt of the Inter- 
national 1'ooth Crown company to' col- 
lect royalties on all crown and bridge 
work done by the 30,000 dentists of the 
United States.

Many tost cases have been made in 


different sections of the country, cover- 
ing a period of fourteen years, and tho 
end is not yet. The dentists declare it 
to be a steal, pure and simple, as the 
patents on the process in question .ex- 
pired many years ago, and they do not 
propose to stand for the unjust and un- 
constitutional action of the Tooth Crown 
company; 


.The father of the system of applying 


tooth crowns was Dr. James Low a den- 
tist, who performed his first operation 
in 1877. 
In 1881 he took out certain 


patents on the process. 
About the 


same time Dr. Sheffield devoted himself 
to the problem, not only of applying 
crowns to individual teeth, but also to 
extending the principle to the insertion 
of artificial teeth between sound teeth, 
or roots, by what is known as "bridge- 
work." 


To perfect his system Dr. 
Sheffield 


purchased from Dr. Low the patents 
.covering his original device. In this 
'.way he acquired control over the whole 
system of operations. Dr. Sheffield's es- 
tablishment then became a school for 
dentists who desired to become proficient 
in the new art of inserting artificial 
teeth. Within a short time nearly 200 
dentists.from all parts of the country 
passed through the school and began' to 
introduce the new operation in their 
practice. 


Gradually the system was adopted 


almost universally, but without regard 
to the payment of the royalties charged 
by the Tooth Crown Company, which 
were based upon the amount of busi- 
ness done by each dentist in the line. • 


The company, after in vain attempting 


to check infringement on its patents 
began a test case in 1885 against two 
dentists named Eichmond and Gaylord. 
The patents were sustained, but during 
the suit it became 
apparent that the 


.defendants were backed by'practically 
the whole dental 
fraternity of .tbe 


country, represented by the Dental Pro- 
tective.'; association, "which had been pr- 
ganizedfin Chicago-for the purpose of 
figbting/the patents. 


The association latW1 produced wit- 


nesses ',;who endeavored to prove that 
the original Low patents had been an- 
ticipated by Dr. Beardslee, who declared 
that he had applied'gthe . tooth crown 
principle in an operation, performed in 
1877, prior to the first operation by Dr. 
Low. In a suit brought against a den- 
tist named Bennett, the Tooth Crown 
Company was defeated on this testi- 
mony. 
. 
; 


The whole'question has just reopened 


again but the tooth pullers say they 
have a clear case and that through their 
associntion they will dispose of the mat- 
ter for all time. "If the company should 
come out . victorious, the cha'nces of 
which are extremely remote, it would 
mean an advance to our patients' of §5 
per crown," said a local dentist to a 
Gazette representative this morning. 
"But we are not losing much sleep over 
the matter as the Tooth Crown company 
have no capital invested and cannot 
keep the fight up much .longer. All 
they can do is to bulldoez a dentist here 
and there and get what they can out of 
him.

the road remains gootl ? The stone used 
for the foundation1 of the road is satis- 
factory but dissolves by exposure to air,

tolerance in the management of the 
affairs of his own realm as well as a de- 
sire to promote international comity. 
• Baroness von Suttner has been at 
The Hague during tbe peace confer- 
ence and has been accorded the special 
privilege of admittance to the gallery 
Curing the sessions, which are nomi- 
lally secret.. 


Other ' notable women are there as 


representatives of various peace soci- 
eties in the United States and Europe, 
though the baroness is the leader of the 
unaccredited feminine • delegates who 
ire exerting a good influence on the 
conference. Her spacious apartments 
»t the Grand Central hotel are their

To begin with, pianos are extremely 


sensitive to heat, cold and dampness. 
Therefore great care should be taken, 
as exposure dulls the beautiful polish 
and dendens the tone. During the night 
and when not in use it should remain 
closed. 


Tuning once in threa or four months, 


especially if the piano is new, is quite 
necessary, and great care should be 
taken in tbe selection of a tuner. 


The top of the piano should be cov- 


ered with the usual covering, and no 
photographs, vases, plants or bric-a- 
brac of any sort should ever occupy the 
top, as this greatly injures the tone of 
the instrument. 
Do not push it close 


against the wall or allow it to be placed 
too near a fire, as extreme heat shrivels 
the wood -and affects the sounding 
board. 
i 
The sound is greatly improved by 


turning the piano so that the player 
may sit face toward the room, if the 
room will allow of this, and if the piano 
is upright the back may be draped with 
silk to match the other coverings. 
. In upright pianos the wood inside 
sometimes becomes too dry. This is 
remedied by placing upon tho lower 
shelf, inside the piano, a small dish of 
water after removing the board jnet 
over the pedals. 


If from too little usage the pedals be- 


come stiff, a few drops of sewing inn- 
chine oil will make them sufficiently 
pliable. 


For a duster tise an old piece of soft 


silk and never wash the keys with wa- 
ter, as it yellows the ivory. The keys 
require a special amount of dusting 
and should he wiped off once every day 
if the piano is in use. 


If tbe keys have become discolored 


from lack of care or from age, they may 
be whitened by rubbing' with lemon 
jnice and, before dry, putting on a lit- 
tle whiting, wet with tbe'leuipn juice, 
which, when dry, may be brushed off 
with -a soft, clean paint brush, being 
very careful that tbe mixture does not 
lodge between the keys. 


If the keys are so extremely discol- 


ored as to require a stronger.treatment, 
sulphuric acid and water, equal parts, 
applied with a brush, and taking care 
that only the ivory is touched, and re- 
moving with cold water and a clean 
piece of flannel, drying well each key, 
will tend to whiten. This should be 
done one key at a time.

It is a rather grand and pom 
pous edifice, designed in the reign of 
King Louis.XIII by the architect De 
brosses, and which in its aspect recalls 
to mind the Ditti palace at Florence. I 
Is adorned, Italian fashion, with pilas 
ters and colonnades, as well as witl 
statues of Breton lawyers and judges 


. -while the roof is decorated with bahis 


trades and all sorts of fanciful gar 
goyles and waterspouts of most fautas- j 
tic design. Nowadays it is occupied 
as the palace of justice. 


The city stands on a sort of angla 


formed by the confluence of the rivers 
Tilaine and Ille, and, especially at this 
time of the year, thanks to the grand 
old'trees that line its streets in every 
direction, forming a species of verdant 
settings for the various buildings, looks 
exceedingly picturesque.
